HON. A. S. WELLS 



Appling S. Wells was 
born in Louisiana in the 
year 1867. His father, 
Appling D. Wells, married 
Miss Caroline Beard of Co- 
lumbia, S. C. His grand- 
father was General Starke 
of Revolutionary fame. His 
father and six brothers 
fought for the South 
throughout the Civil War. 

The family of Mr. Wells 
moved to Tupelo, Missis- 
sippi, where he grew to 
manhood. On September 
11, 1889, he was married to 
Miss Carro Belle Lester of 
Columbia, S. C. 

Mr. Wells moved to Tal- 
lahassee in 1894, where for 
a number of years he was 
engaged in business as a 
cotton broker and grower 
of leaf tobacco. He was 
identified with every pro- 
gressive movement for the 
improvement of civic life 
and was elected as a mem- 
ber of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Leon County in 1907, where he served for three 
sessions, and was then elected as a member of the State Senate 
in 1913, 1915, and 1917. Mr. Wells was appointed chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee for five consecutive terms, and to a 
large extent the people of Florida are indebted to him for the 
excellent system of higher education which they now enjoy. 

Mr. Wells was elected as a member of the Florida Railroad 
Commission En 1920, and was re-elected to this office in 1924 and 
1928. It was said of him while campaigning that he could make 
more friends in a community in a day than the average resident 
could In a lifetime. 

In 1927 Mr. Wells was honored by his colleagues by being 
chosen as Chairman, and It was while serving in this capacity 
that he passed away at his home among his loved ones on De- 
cember 1G, 1930, after a short illness. 

Mr. Wells was a man of charming and genial personality. He 
never forgot a friend nor was he ever forgotten by one. His 
outstanding characteristics were generosity and charity. It may 
be truly said of him that he "clothed the naked, fed the poor 
and visited the fatherless and widows in their afflictions." 

Through his rugged honesty, frankness and openmindedness, 
he gained and held the confidence of the public throughout his 
entire public career. He possessed a keen, quick mind, untiring 
energy and all of his decisions were based on right In the light 
of his best judgment. 

The State having lost the services of a valuable public official 
and members of this Commission a cherished friend and capable 
colleague: 

It Is Therefore Resolved: That we record this tribute to his 
memory on our permanent records and send a copy to members 
of his devoted family as an expression of our sympathy In the 
time of their bereavement. 
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EDITORIAL 

COMPARISON OF FLORIDA RATES AND 
CONDITIONS 

(Copied from Annual Report 1915.) 

The reasonableness of rates on Florida railroads as 
compared with those of other States is sometimes criti- 
cised by shippers of the State. Wherever unjust dis- 
criminations and irregularities in State rates exist they 
are being readjusted and removed as they come to our 
knowledge. But we believe that Florida rates will com- 
pare favorably with those of other States when all con- 
ditions are considered. On account of Georgia being an 
adjoining State, we are frequently met with the criticism 
that the rates in Georgia are less than those of Florida. 
While some of the rates in this neighbor State are less 
than some Florida rates, this is not a fair comparison, 
because the density of traffic per mile of railroad is so 
much greater in Georgia than it is in the State of Florida. 
This condition can easily be understood from the follow- 
ing comparisons: 

The land area of Florida is 55,000 square miles; esti- 
mated population 800,000; miles of railroad, exclusive 
of side tracks and spurs, 4,500; 1 mile of railroad to 
every 12.1 square miles of area ; 176 inhabitants to sup- 
port every 1 mile of railroad. 

Land area of Georgia, 59,000 square miles; estimated 
population 2,800,000; miles of railroad, exclusive of side 
tracks, 7,300 ; 1 mile of railroad to every 8.08 square miles 
of area ; 383 inhabitants to support every 1 mile of rail- 
road. 

The United States for the year June 30, 1912, exclusive 
of Alaska and other possessions, land area, 3,026,789 

9 
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square miles; estimated population, 97,000,000; miles of 
railroad, 246,816 ; 1 mile of railroad to every 12.3 square 
miles of area ; 393 inhabitants to support every 1 mile of 
railroad. 

It will be seen that Florida lias a population of 800,000 
to support 4,500 miles of railroad, while Georgia has a 
population of 2,800,000 to support 7,300 miles of railroad ; 
or Georgia has 383 people to support 1 mile of railroad, 
while Florida has only 176. In view of the comparison 
of above facts, we believe that anyone will admit that the 
difference in the rates of the two States is justified. 

Another important point to be considered in connec- 
tion with Florida conditions is that Florida is a terminal 
state. In other States, Georgia for example, the railroads 
get the benefit of long hauls across the State on ship- 
ments passing from points in one State to points in an- 
other. Interstate shipments handled in Florida either 
have their origin or destination in the State, and the 
railroads have no through traffic rightfully creditable to 
other States to depend upon. Practically, the only excep- 
tion to this is the small amount of Cuban traffic passing 
through the State. 



The above editorial is copied from the Animal Report 
of the Florida Railroad Commission for the year 1915. 
When this editorial was written the Commission consisted 
of Hon. R. Hudson Burr, Chairman, and Commissioners 
Newton A. Bliteh and Royal C. Dunn. Neither of these 
gentlemen are now members of the Commission. The 
present Commission is composed of Hon. A. S. Wells, 
Chairman. Hon. E. S. Matthews and Mrs. R. L. Eaton. 

The editorial quoted above does not in any way repre- 
sent the views of the present Commissioners. Fifteen 
years have elapsed since the date of its publication, and 
many changes have taken place during that time. It is 
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true that Florida is still a terminal State, and has not the 
amount of overhead traffic that is enjoyed by the States 
to the north of us, but the fact should not be lost sight 
of that it is the vast perishable traffic of Florida as well 
as the heavy tonnage of southbound commodities moving 
into this State that goes to build up, in great measure, the 
overhead traffic of Georgia, South and North Carolina and 
Virginia, and it is the view of this Commission that Flor- 
ida should be given credit for the furnishing of this 
traffic, and not, as is the case, be penalized for being 
progressive. 

Under Docket No. 13494 the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission began a general investigation of the class rate 
structure of the Southeast. The result of that investiga- 
tion was that Florida was segregated from the rest of the 
Southeast and treated as a separate division of territory. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission is not to be criti- 
cized for taking that action. The truth of the matter is 
that sueh action was made necessary by the high rates 
that were being operated by the carriers into and out of 
the State of Florida, resulting from the application of the 
combinatian basis of making rates. To have abolished 
the combination basis and substituted therefor on Florida 
traffic rates found reasonable for the rest of the South- 
east would have resulted in a heavy cut in the revenues of 
the .Florida carriers. This opinion is borne out by the 
following quotation from the decision in Docket 13494, 
I. C. C. 100-624-25 : 

", . . It is not so certain, however, that we should 
prescribe maximum class rates to and from the Flor- 
ida peninsula on the same general level as in other 
parts of southern territory. 

"The traffic test shows that if we should prescribe 
such maximum class rates it would result in heavy 
reductions to and from points in the Florida penin- 
sula. 
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". . . Taking all the circumstances antl condi- 
tions into consideration, we are of the opinion that 
rates to and from points in the Florida peninsula 
for the present, (italics ours) may well be on a some- 
what higher level than in other parts of southern 
territory- ' ' 

In our opinion, the thing that made this finding neces- 
sary was the original error in segregating Florida from 
the rest of the South and treating it as different territory, 
instead of treating the entire section under review as a 
whole, and spreading over such territory a rate structure 
that would have been the same in the entire South. 

The investigation under Docket 13494 was instituted 
on February 6, 1922, The case was of such magnitude 
that the rates prescribed thereunder did not become effec- 
tive until January !.">, 1928. Tin* traffic density of the 
various States embraced in the investigation for the year 
1923 was as follows : 

Alabama 1,162,413 

Florida 554,934 

Georgia „ _..„.,.. 852,667 

Kentucky 2,948,243 

Mississippi 1,038,076 

North Carolina 1,096,892 

South Carolina 875,947

Our view is that if traffic density is to be taken as one 
of the determining factors, a glance at the foregoing fig- 
ures will convince one that a parity of rates would be an 
impossibility in the South. Certainly Alabama, with 1,- 
162,413 tons would not be entitled to the same rates as 
Virginia, with 2,270,535 tons, nor would South Carolina, 
with only 875,947 tons, be entitled to the same level of 
rates as Kentucky, with 2,948,243 tons. Yet, all of these 
States, with such great differences as to traffic density, 
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were grouped, with few exceptions, under the same level 
of rates except peninsular Florida. 

The Florida Railroad Commission, as now constituted, 
wishes it distinctly understood that the above editorial 
quoted from the Annual Report of 1915 does not in any 
way represent their views with reference to the level of 
rates from or to the State of Florida, or between points in 
the State. 

EXPRESS REFRIGERATOR CAR SERVICE 

This Commission is very much gratified at the reception 
given to the express refrigerator car service for the move- 
ment of strawberries from Florida to interstate markets 
in the East and Middle West. By reference to previous 
Reports it will be seen that the Commissioners have been 
trying to secure this service for Florida shippers since 
1916. We were finally successful, when the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, under Docket No. 18187, in an 
opinion dated February 4, 1929, issued its final report, 
holding that the present freight service for the transpor- 
tation of strawberries from Florida to points in Official 
Classification territory was inadequate, and directed the 
carriers to arrange for the establishment of express re- 
frigerator carload service. 

This service was furnished for the season 1930. It has 
been generally used by shippers, and has apparently given 
satisfaction. This service has resulted in much quicker 
time to the markets, and in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners will stimulate the strawberry industry in Florida 
to a considerable extent. 

This season's movement of strawberries from the Plant 
City section alone has amounted to 5,502,001 quarts, as 
reported by the Plant City Enterprise, of April 4, 1930. 

The rates, both for transportation and refrigeration, 
were fixed by the express companies. There has been 
some dissatisfaction with these rates on the part of grow- 
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ers and shippers, and certain interests in Plant City pro- 
pose to bring a formal complaint before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, alleging that both refrigeration 
and transportation rates are too high. 

These interests have employed a Commerce Attorney to 
represent them, and have called a conference to be held in 
Plant City, Fla., on Jan. 12th, 1931. 

Chairman Matthews, Accountant Pettijohn and Rate Ex- 
pert Tench, of this Commission, will attend this confer- 
ence, and the Commission will lend itself in every way 
possible to the service of these growers and shippers. 



PAINTS AND RELATED ARTICLES 

Pursuant to application of the carriers and under 
Notice No. 505, the Commissioners issued Order No. 1011, 
effective May 10th, 1930, revising the ratings on Paints, 
Lead, Putty, Stains, Wood Fillers, Zinc Oxide and Paint 
Removing Compounds, to take the 6th class ratings when 
in carloads, and Southern Classification ratings when in 
less than carloads. The class rates as authorized in our 
Order No. 977 to be used. 

This revision will remove all discrimination in respect 
to transportation charges on these commodities in Ala- 
bama, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Virginia; will place the 
rates and charges on a substantial parity, and will avoid 
and prevent unjust discrimination between interstate 
shipments and commerce on the one hand, and intrastate 
shipments and commerce on the other hand, and will re- 
sult in a uniformity of rates and charges throughout 
Southern territory, and between Southern territory on 
the one hand and Northern and Eastern territory on the 
other. 
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RATES ON RESINOUS WASTE WOOD FOR RETORT 

PURPOSES 

Revision of rates on Resinous "Waste Wood first came 
before the Commission by application from the L. & N. 
Railroad, and was set down for hearing at Pensacola on 
January 25th, 1928, Before the hearing date arrived the 
L. & N, Railroad asked that the hearing be postponed to 
a later date, which was done. The matter came on for 
formal hearing at Jacksonville on Jan. 23rd, 1930, under 
a later application, which involved the rates, not only 
on the L. &. N., but on all other carriers in Florida, as 
well. 

Pursuant to this hearing, the Commissioners issued 
Order No. 1016, to become effective on Sept. 1st, 1930, 
authorizing the use on all lines of the following rates :

After the issuance of this Order, Pensacola interests 
petitioned the Commissioners for a re-opening and fur- 
ther hearing. This was allowed, largely on the ground 
that Mr. Reed, who represented the Pensacola interests, 
was unable to attend the original hearing in Jacksonville, 
and on the further ground that there had not been intro- 
duced a sufficient amount of testimony with reference to 
the short or weak carriers. 

Accordingly, another hearing was held in the City Hall, 
in Pensacola, Fla., on September 17th, 1930, at which 
time all who desired to be heard were fully heard. 
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After a review of the added testimony, the Commission- 
ers found that the rates as prescribed in Order No. 1016, 
and as set forth above were just and reasonable, and 
should be allowed to stand. 

Under this adjustment Florida now has practically the 
same rates as Alabama and Georgia, adjoining states, and 
also very similar rates to those applicable on interstate 
traffic. 

FRUIT AND VEGETABLE CONTAINERS 

For many years shipments of fruits and vegetables have 
moved between Florida points on the Class "G" and "V" 
ratings. To these ratings were adopted the standard con- 
tainers in effect when the original ratings were made. 

From time to time, since these ratings were first estab- 
lished, there have been changes in the sizes and styles of 
containers for fruit and vegetable shipments, but the 
descriptions of containers under the Class "G" and "V" 
ratings were not modified to keep pace with the changes 
in the packages themselves. 

In order to remedy this situation, and to provide for 
the same container specifications on intrastate traffic as 
apply on interstate traffic, the Commissioners, by Order 
No. 1018, effective on Sept. 1st, 1930, authorized carriers 
to amend Florida Classification so that the specifications 
for containers moving in intrastate traffic would be the 
same as those for interstate traffic. 

This makes for uniformity and should work most satis- 
factorily to Florida shippers of fruits and vegetables. 

RATES ON DRIED FRUITS 

Pursuant to Notice No. 513, the Commissioners met at 
the Floridan Hotel, in the City of Tampa, Florida, on 
March 28th, 1929, to consider the application of carriers 
for revision of ratings on Apples, Apricots and Peaches, 
dried or evaporated, C, L., between points in Florida. 
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Testimony showed that the proposed revision would in 
a majority of instances decrease the ratings theD in effect, 
and inasmuch as there developed no opposition on the 
part of shippers, the Commissioners approved the appli- 
cation of carriers, and by Order No. 1012, effective May 
12, 1930, authorized them to cancel all existing intrastate 
carload, less than carload and any-quantity commodity 
rates and Classification Exceptions, on Apples, Apricots 
and Peaches, dried or evaporated, and to substitute there- 
for, on Florida intrastate traffic, the ratings as published 
in Southern Classification, and to apply thereto the rates 
authorized in Order No. 977 of this Commission. 

SPLIT-CLASS RATES 

By exception to the Southern Classification, carriers 
serving Florida published ratings on sulphate of alumina, 
or papermaker's alum; ground iron ore; mortar color; 
ochre; certain lead and zinc compounds, and hot water 
or steam radiators, to become effective Jan. 8, 1930. 
These ratings were lower than the ratings provided in 
Southern Classification, proper, but were restricted so as 
not to apply in connection with traffic to and from points 
south of the Jacksonville- River Junction line of the Sea- 
board Air Line Railway. 

To Florida points they proposed higher ratings than 
those applying in Southern territory, generally. Due to 
the fact that the class rates bear within themselves the 
Florida arbitraries, this arrangement had the effect of 
pyramiding said arbitraries on traffic to and from the 
Florida peninsula. 

Whether the thought presented itself to the carriers 
or not, the fact is that the commodities mentioned above 
do not move in any volume in Florida, and this proposal 
almost escaped detection before the tariffs became effec- 
tive. Fortunately, Mr. T. C. Elliott, Traffic Manager of 
the Interior Florida Traffic Bureau caught the items, and 
sensing the importance of the proposal as to other traffic, 
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asked the Interstate Commerce Commission to suspend 
the tariffs, which was done, and the matter came to 
formal hearing before that body. 

Concretely, the proposal was as follows: To make radi- 
ators, hot water or steam, in carloads, between points in 
Southeastern territory, 7th class, but on this traffic mov- 
ing into or ont of Florida peninsula territory, they were 
to be given 6th class. On the other commodities men- 
tioned there was to be a still wider spread between classes. 

This Commission participated in oral argument before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, at Washington, 
D. 0. 

Director Bartel, who heard this ease, in his proposed 
report to the Commission, positively condemned the prac- 
tice sought to be put into effect by the carriers, and in 
that report used the following significant language : 

"In short, respondent's attempt to maintain higher 
rates on these commodities to and from Florida than 
in the Southeast generally, is a mere device adopted 
by them for the purpose of defeating the Commis- 
sion's order of October 27, 1927, in the Class Rate 
Case." 

This matter is now before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for final consideration. The case is of im- 
mense importance to the shippers of peninsular Florida. 

RATES ON SEWER PIPE AND FARM DRAIN TILE 

Sometime prior to March 25, 1930, the Lee Clay Prod- 
ucts Company, located at Clearfield, Ky., brought a com- 
plaint before the Interstate Commerce Commission, alleg- 
ing that rates on Sewer Pipe, Wall Coping and Flue Lin- 
ings from Clearfield to destinations in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, Tennessee, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina and Virginia were unreasonable, un- 
duly prejudicial to it and preferential of its competitors 
at points in Kentucky and Ohio and Indiana. 
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The Commission found that the rates assailed were 
unduly prejudicial to the complainant, and ordered the 
application of rates made on basis of 17%*^ of the con- 
temporaneous first class rate. 

While this decision only dealt with rates from one par- 
ticular point, carriers evidently viewed it as all-enibrae- 
ing. The fact is that the 17%% basis would increase 
practically all of the going rates in the Southeast, except 
to points in peninsular Florida, where the application of 
that basis would have produced decreases. Carriers pub- 
lished rates from producing points to all points in the 
Southeast, except peninsular Florida, on the basis named 
by the Interestate Commerce Commission in the Clearfield 
case, but when it came to peninsular Florida, the decision 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission seems to have lost 
some of its force, for they proposed for peninsular traffic 
a modified form of combination on Jacksonville, which 
would have the effect of increasing all of the rates into 
Florida. 

This proceeding on the part of the carriers is about on 
all-fours with that of the carriers in the split class case 
referred to in the preceding editorial. 

This investigation is co-equal in importance with the 
split-class case. That it be properly settled is of immense 
importance to shippers of peninsular Florida.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COUNSEL 

TO THE 

RAILROAD COMMISSION OF FLORIDA 
FOR THE YEAR 1930. 

Counsel for the Railroad Commission employed under 
the provisions of Section 6733 of the Compiled General 
Laws of Florida, submits the following report for the year 
1930. 

CASES BEFORE INTERSTATE COMMERCE 
COMMISSION 

1. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. Aberdeen & 
Rockfish Railroad Company, et al., I. C. C. Docket No. 
16939. 

This was a proceeding brought by the Railroad Commis- 
sioners of Florida against all of the railroads in the United 
States and Canada attacking the rates on citrus fruits, 
vegetables, melons, pineapples and strawberries from Flor- 
ida to all destinations in the United States and Canada, as 
well as the minima on citrus fruits and vegetables; this 
ease is doubtless the largest rate case ever launched in 
behalf of the Florida shippers and it required a year and a 
half of painstaking study and work by Senator Calkins, 
former counsel for the Commission, to prepare the evidence 
for this proceeding ; the formal complaint was filed by Mr. 
Calkins on March 30, 1925, and the ease was heard before 
former Interstate Commerce Commission Examiner Hill- 
yer; practically six entire weeks were consumed in taking 
the testimony; the hearing having been held at Orlando, 
Jacksonville, and Virginia Beach, Va. Over 2,500 pages of 
verbal testimony was taken and over 500 exhibits filed in 
evidence by the parties. The Growers & Shippers League 
of Florida, through their counsel, C. R. Marshall, of Wash- 
ington, D. C, intervened in the proceedings, and inasmuch

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as the Florida Railroad Commissioners and the Growers & 
Shippers League had identical interests in the outcome of 
the rate adjustments sought, the case has thus far been pre- 
sented as if it were a joint complaint filed by the Florida 
Railroad Commissioners and the Growers & Shippers 
League. A tentative report by Examiner Hillyer has an- 
nounced a proposal finding to the effect that the rates 
attacked are not unreasonable per se and proposing a com- 
plete readjustment of all rates on perishables from Florida 
shipping points to all destinations; together with an in- 
crease in the minimum loading of such perishables in con- 
sideration of which it is proposed that the Florida shippers 
shall have the benefit of a reduction in their rates in pro- 
portion to the increased minimum load; the time for filing 
exceptions to this report has been extended to April 4th, 
1927, and it is likely that both the Florida Shippers and the 
Railroad who were parties to the proceedings will file excep- 
tions which will not likely be disposed of until some time 
the latter part of the year 1927. 

This case was finally submitted to the Commission on 
oral argument on June 21, 1927, and the decision was 
handed down by the Commission on June 10, 1928. 

The Commission found that the rates on citrus fruits in 
carloads from producing points in Florida to destinations 
throughout the United States were unreasonable. Reason- 
able bases of rates and increased carload minima were pre- 
scribed. 

The result of this decision has been to materially reduce 
the rates on citrus fruits in carloads and has meant a saving 
to the growers and shippers of citrus fruits of many thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Rates on commodities other than citrus are to be dealt 
with by the Commission in a later report.

This was a proceeding filed by the Georgia Public Serv- 
ice Commission attacking the Florida log rates as being 
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unjustly discriminatory against Interstate Commerce in 
logs between Georgia and Florida. The Florida Railroad 
Commission took the position that owing to the conditions 
under which this log rate operated in Florida that there 
was no discrimination or undue prejudice created against 
Interstate Log Traffic between Georgia and Florida and 
resisted the prayer of the petition filed by the Georgia 
Public Service Commission. Counsel for the Commission 
appeared at the hearings held before Examiners Hillyer 
and Brown at Valdosta, Ga., and before Examiner Brown 
at Jacksonville, Fla. The taking of testimony has been 
completed and the time for filing briefs in the matter 
expires April 1st, 1927. 

A most comprehensive brief was filed in this case by Mr. 
Davis on April 2, 1927. The tentative report proposed by 
Hon. R. M. Brown, Examiner, was favorable to the con- 
tention of the Florida Railroad Commission, which had ap- 
peared in defense of the Florida rates attacked in this case. 

Exceptions were filed to this report of the Examiner by 
the Georgia Public Service Commission and by the inter- 
vening carriers in behalf of the defendant. The Florida 
Railroad Commission filed a reply brief to exceptions on 
September 26, 1927. 

This case was submitted on oral argument on December 
16, 1927, and was decided on August 2, 1928. 

The decision was written by Division 4 of the Commis- 
sion and found that the interstate rates on logs, except 
walnut, cherry and cedar in carloads from Florida points 
north of and including Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett 's 
Lake and High Springs, Florida, to destinations in Georgia 
were unreasonable, and reasonable rates were prescribed. 

The Commission also found that the Florida intrastate 
rates on these logs were unduly preferential of shippers in 
intrastate commerce, unduly prejudicial to shippers in 
interstate commerce, and unjustly discriminatory against 
interstate commerce. Rates were prescribed which would 
remove such preference, prejudice and discrimination. 
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The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon on August 
21, 1928, filed a petition with the Interstate Commerce 
Commission for a postponement of the effective date of 
such order. And such proceedings were had before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as to cause a postpone- 
ment of the effective date of such order to February 8, 1929. 

The Florida Railroad Commission and certain of the 
lumber interests of the State feeling themselves grieved at 
the report of the Commission filed their bill of complaint 
in the District Court of the United States in and for the 
Northern District of Georgia in November, 1928, asking 
that the order of the Interstate Commerce Commission be 
set aside and the enforcement thereof enjoined. 

But on January 17, 1929, the said District Court of the 
United States rendered its opinion in which the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission in said Docket No. 
18364 was construed and defined as limited in its territo- 
rial scope in so far as it prescribed intrastate rates on logs 
to those rates which applied on logs from points on the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad's lines in Florida north of 
and including Jacksonville, Gainesville, Burnett's Lake 
and High Springs in one direction north-bound for dis- 
tances in excess of 170 miles. 

The Florida Railroad Commission thereupon issued its 
order changing the intrastate rates on logs from and to 
certain points in the northern part of Florida pursuant to 
the decision of the Federal Court. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company refused to 
put these rates into effect and the State of Florida, acting 
by and through the Railroad Commissioners of the State 
of Florida by their Special Counsel joined by Fred H. 
Davis, Attorney General of the State of Florida, brought 
its bill of complaint against the defendant the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad Company in the Circuit Court in and 
for Duval County, Florida, and obtained an injunction and 
restraining order restraining the said Atlantic Coast Line 
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Railroad from charging higher rates on logs than those pre- 
scribed by the Railroad Commission of the State of Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company thereupon 
filed a petition before the Judge of the Circuit Court in and 
for Duval County asking that said cause be removed to the 
Federal Court. This petition was denied by the Judge of 
the Circuit Court in and for Duval County. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then filed 
its bill of complaint in the District Court of the United 
States for the Southern District of Florida against the 
members of the Railroad Commission of Florida asking for 
an injunction and restraining order to restrain the Rail- 
road Commission from further proceedings in the Duval 
County Circuit Court. Answer was filed by the Railroad 
Commission and the matter was argued before Judge Wm. 
B. Sheppard at Miami, and on the 7th day of February 
said Judge entered an order denying this injunction and 
dismissing the bill of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company. 

The Court also at the same time denied a petition of the 
railroad to remove the proceedings from the said Court in 
Duval County to the Federal Court. 

While this matter was being argued in Miami before the 
Federal Judge the Interstate Commerce Commission of its 
own motion and without further hearing on the 7th day of 
February, A. D, 1929, amended its original order to read : 
"Within and throughout the entire State of Florida with- 
out exception. ' ' This was an attempt to make the order of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission state-wide, although 
the Three-Judge Statutory Federal Court had already con- 
strued said order to mean from certain points in north 
Florida. 

The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company then entered 
an appeal from the order of the Judge in this proceeding 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals in New Orleans where, on 
the 21st day of February, the matter was argued by coun- 
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sel. No decision has been rendered by the Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 

In the meantime the Florida Railroad Commission, on 
the 21st day of February, 1929, filed its petition for leave 
to file a supplemental bill in the District Court of the 
United States in and for the Northern District of Georgia, 
Atlanta Division, for the purpose of asking that this 
amended order of the Interstate Commerce Commission be 
set aside as invalid. 

An order was entered by the Judge of the District Court 
for the Northern District of Georgia permitting said sup- 
plemental bill to be filed. This matter will be heard before 
a Three-Judge Court in New Orleans on March 7, 1929, 

This case was argued before Circuit Judge Walker and 
District Judges Dawkins and Sibley at New Orleans on 
March 7th, 1929. The Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany was allowed to intervene in support of the order. 

The Three-Judge Court found that the investigation 
made by the Interstate Commerce Commission in this 
matter was made after a full hearing within the meaning 
of the statute and the power of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in making the order was not abused. The 
order of the Commission was therefore sustained. 

The opinion of the Court in the first hearing is to be 
found in 30 F. (2d) 116, and in the opinion of the Court 
in the re-hearing is to be found in 31 F. (2d) 580. 

This case was taken to the Supreme Court of the United 
States on appeal. Briefs were filed and the ease was 
argued before the United States Supreme Court on Octo- 
ber 30th and 31st, 1930. 

By unanimous decision of the Court in an opinion writ- 
ten by Mr. Chief Justice Hughes the Supreme Court re- 
versed the decrees of the District Court and set aside the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

In its recognition of the authority of State Commissions 
to determine the reasonableness of the intrastate rates this 
case is most important. This ease will no doubt be here- 
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after quoted as "The Florida Case," and will take its 
place with the other great decisions of this Court such as 
the "Wisconsin Case," the "Minnesota Rate Case," and 
the "Shreveport Case." 

As an indication of its importance in settling the status 
of the State Commissions it is only necessary to quote 
briefly a few of the headnotes of this decision : 

"6. STATES. 

Justification for exercise of federal power within 
what would otherwise be domain of state power must 
clearly appear. 

"7. COMMERCE. 

Interstate Commerce Commission has no general 
authority to regulate intrastate rates. 

"8. COMMERCE. 

Mere existence of disparity between particular 
rates on intrastate and interstate traffic does not 
warrant Interstate Commerce Commission in pre- 
scribing intrastate rates. 

"9. COMMERCE. 

Appropriate findings upon evidence are necessary 
to support order of Interstate Commerce Commission 
prescribing state-wide level of intrastate rates to 
avoid undue burden on interstate carrier. 

"11. COMMERCE. 

Mere finding that existing intrastate rates on par- 
ticular traffic were not remunerative or reasonably 
compensatory was insufficient to justify Interstate 
Commerce Commission in alteration of intrastate 
rates. 

"12. COMMERCE. 

State authorities, rather than Interstate Commerce 
Commission, have authority to determine reasonable- 
ness per se of intrastate rates." 
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3. I. C. C. Docket 15100. Depreciation Charges of 
Steam Railroad Companies. 

The above proceeding, instituted upon motion of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, arose out of provisions 
of paragraph (5) of Section 20 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, amended February 28, 1920, reading as follows : 

"The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, prescribe, 
for carriers subject to this Act, the classes of property for 
which depreciation charges may be properly included under 
operating expenses, and the percentages of depreciation 
whieh shall be charged with respect to each class of such 
classes of property, classifying the carriers as it may deem 
proper for this purpose." 

The Interstate Commerce Commission organized a de- 
preciation section which secured information from the 
carriers and as a result of such information issued a ten- 
tative report as of March 10, 1923. These tentative reports 
were distributed and used as a basis for public hearings, 
the evidence of which was submitted April 19, 1924, and a 
decision was rendered on November 2, 1926. 

The effective date of the order in Docket 15100 was post- 
poned in order to afford time for the consideration of a 
petition for re-hearing and reconsideration of certain 
aspects of said order and hearings were resumed on Novem- 
ber 9, 1927, at which rehearing the Commission was repre- 
sented by its accountant, Mr. Fred Pettijohn. 

The purposes underlying the above proceedings are to 
account for the consumption of fixed property currently 
rather than to account for it when matured and by so doing 
to standardize and stabilize maintenance expenses to the 
end that rates may be prescribed with equity both to the 
carrier and to the public and also to protect both the car- 
rier and the government under the recapture clause of the 
Transportation Aet 1920. 

The evidence in this case has all been submitted to the 
Commission and a tentative report is being awaited ; briefs 
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are then to be filed by all of the parties supporting or 
attacking this tentative report. After which a decision 
may be expected by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
This case is considered one of the most important inves- 
tigations undertaken by the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in late years. 

4. I. 0. C. Docket 14700. Depreciation Charges of 
Telephone Companies. 

The above proceeding, instituted upon motion of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, arose out of provisions 
of paragraph (5) of Section 20 of the Interstate Commerce 
Act, as amended February 28, 1920, reading as follows: 

"The Commission shall, as soon as practicable, prescribe 
for carriers subject to this Act, the classes of property for 
which depreciation charges may be properly included under 
operating expenses, and the percentages of depreciation 
which shall be charged with respect to each class of such 
classes of property, classifying the carriers as it may deem 
proper for this purpose." 

The Interstate Commerce Commission organized a depre- 
ciation section which secured information from the tel- 
ephone companies and as a result of such information issued 
a tentative report as of March 10, 192a. These tentative 
reports were distributed and used as a basis for public 
hearings, the evidence of which was submitted April 19, 
1924, and a decision was rendered on November 2, 1926. 

The effective date of the order in Docket 14700 was post- 
poned in order to afford time for the consideration of a 
petition for rehearing and reconsideration of certain aspects 
of said order and hearings were resumed on November 9, 
1927, at which rehearing the Commission was represented 
by its Telephone Engineer, Mr. A. B. Greene. 

The evidence in this case has all been submitted to the 
Commission and a tentative report is being awaited ; briefs 
are then to be filed by all of the parties supporting or 
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attacking this report. After which a decision may be ex- 
pected by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

5. Ex Parte No. 91. General Revision of Accounting 
Rules for Steam Carriers. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission is required under 
the Acts to regulate Steam Carriers, to prescribe the ac- 
counting rules and regulations governing the accounting of 
such carriers. 

Prior to the present general hearing in connection with 
this subject, the Bureau of Accounts, Interstate Commerce 
Commission, had established the practice of preparing ten- 
tative accounting rules and submitting same to a Committee 
of the Railway Accounting Officers' Association for its 
criticism, suggestion or approval, and after conference with 
such committee to prescribe accounting rules governing 
carriers' accounts, the several States and general public 
not being parties to such accounting rules and regulations, 
although the carriers were prohibited from observing any 
accounts not prescribed by the Commission, unless first hav- 
ing received permission from the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to keep such additional accounts. 

In pursuance to its established practice, the Interstate 
Commission issued, under date of October, 1926, a draft of 
the Tentative Accounting Rules for Steam Railroads. The 
Committee of Statistics and Accounts of the National Asso- 
ciation of Railroad and Public Utility Commissioners, of 
which the Florida Commission's Accountant is a member, 
requested to be made parties to a general investigation and 
have advocated a system of accounts that will permit of 
service cost finding. Our accountant was actively engaged 
in the preparation of the fundamental principles upon 
which the classification to be submitted and advocated by 
the States are predicated, in fact, he and the statistician of 
the Minnesota Commission prepared the classification to 
be introduced. 
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The importance of having an adequate classification of 
accounts for steam carriers has heretofore been ignored or 
overlooked. But without an adequate classification of ac- 
counts, regulatory bodies cannot discharge their responsi- 
bilities, since they will be without reliable information upon 
which to predicate their findings. 

Service costs cannot be established, except at unreason- 
able expense, and only then by special studies, unless a 
classification of accounts is prescribed that will permit of 
the determination of costs by classes of service. The pur- 
poses to be served must determine the classification of 
accounts and, in our opinion, the above investigation will 
have more beneficial and far-reaching effect than any inves- 
tigation previously undertaken by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

6. Refrigeration Charges on Fruits, Vegetables, Ber- 
ries and Melons from the South. I. C. C. Docket No. 
17936. 

This is an investigation instituted by the Commission on 
its own motion into and concerning the justness, reasonable- 
ness and lawfulness of the charges of all common carriers 
by railroad subject to the Interstate Commerce Act and 
operating in Southern Classification and Official Classifica- 
tion territories, applicable to the protection against heat of 
perishable freight such as fruits, vegetables, berries and 
melons, from points in Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, 
North Carolina and Virginia to destinations in the United 
States in Official Classification territory ; and into and con- 
cerning the character, extent and cost of such protective 
service, with a view to prescribing such just and reasonable 
charges therefor as may appear to be warranted. 

Hearings were begun in this case at Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, on April 26, 1927. Subsequent hearings were held at 
Washington, D. C, in September, 1927, and in January, 
1928. The final hearing is to be held on April 17, 1928, at 
Washington, D. C. 
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Examiner Price, Bureau of Accounts, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, made a very exhaustive investigation of 
the cost of rendering refrigeration service both as to the 
specific services and costs pertaining to carrier and to Fruit 
Growers' Express operations and ably supported his find- 
ings under cross-examination. 

Examiner Smith, Bureau of Service, Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, made a very able and extensive investi- 
gation as to the respective services performed by the car- 
riers and the Fruit Growers' Express Company. 

This examination has been the most thorough and com- 
plete investigation undertaken with respect to refrigeration 
service up to the present time. 

This ease is recognized as one of great importance to the 
users of refrigeration service to and from Florida, and the 
Florida Railroad Commission has taken an active interest 
in it and through its counsel and accountant has made every 
effort to protect the interests of the Florida shippers and 
growers of perishable products. 

The magnitude of this investigation is readily seen when 
it is found that at the end of the last hearing 4,363 pages 
of testimony had been taken and abotit 225 exhibits had 
been filed and analyzed. 

The taking of testimony in this case closed on April 23, 
1928, and briefs were filed by the parties on the 15th day 
of July, 1928, The Florida Railroad Commission in con- 
nection with the Growers & Shippers League of Florida 
filed a most comprehensive brief in the case. 

Special commendation is due Mr. Fred Petti John, Ac- 
countant for the Railroad Commission, for his work in this 
ease. The cost studies made by him were very thorough 
and exhaustive and we believe were of much help to the 
Examiner and to the Commission in arriving at a proper 
disposition of the matters involved in this investigation. 

Director Bartel and Special Examiner Rogers, who had 
charge of this case, issued their proposed report on October 
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17, 1928, proposing material reductions in the refrigeration 
rates. 

Exceptions to this report were filed by the respondents 
and the matter was submitted to the whole Commission in 
oral argument on December 7, 1928. 

On February 12, 1929, by unanimous decision the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission issued its final report in this 
ease and prescribed, effective April 15, 1929, rates and 
refrigeration charges from Florida to trunk line and New 
England territories amounting to a reduction of the stand- 
ard refrigeration charges of 14.5% on citrus fruits and 
vegetables, 23% on berries and 8% on melons and fruits 
other than citrus. As an illustration of the great saving 
that will inure to the growers and shippers of citrus fruits 
and other perishables from Florida, the reductions per car 
on shipments moving via Potomac Yard are as follows : 

Citrus and Vegetables $10.62 

Berries 18.33 

Melons and Fruit other than Citrus 6.95 

Based upon the average perishable shipments under re- 
frigeration it is estimated that the shippers and growers 
will benefit in an amount of from $400,000.00 to $500,000.00 
annually. 

The Florida Railroad Commission recognized this case as 
one of great importance to the shippers and growers and 
all users of refrigeration service to and from Florida, and 
took an active interest in it, and through its Counsel, Rate 
Expert and Accountant, made every effort to protect the 
interest of the Florida growers and shippers of perishable 
products, and to secure an equitable refrigeration rate on 
such products. 

On March 14, 1929, the carriers filed with Commission 
a petition for re-hearing. 

The Commission by its order of April 8th, 1929, re- 
opened this cause for re-hearing for the purpose of re- 
ceiving further evidence as to the allowances which should 
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be made in the measure of the stated refrigeration charges 
to cover the elements of profit and of haulage of ice in 
the bunkers of refrigerator cars. It further ordered that 
the effective date of the original order as modified should 
not be postponed beyond May 1st, 1929. 

The carriers thereupon filed their Bill of Complaint in 
the United States District Court for the Eastern District 
of Virginia against the United States for the purpose of 
having enjoined, set aside, annulled and suspended the 
order of the Interstate Commerce Commission in this case. 
The relief sought by the carriers was denied and their 
Bill of Complaint was dismissed. 

The Commission thereupon entered upon numerous 
hearings as to the allowances that should be made for 
profit and haulage of ice factors. 

These hearings are being continued and an exhaustive 
investigation is being made into this subject. 

After these numerous hearings had been concluded and 
briefs filed a tentative report was proposed by the Direc- 
tor and Special Examiner who heard this ease on August 
20, 1930. The conclusion reached by the Director and 
Special Examiner was as follows: 

"Upon further hearings, conclusions in former re- 
port 151 I. C. C. 649, as to allowances which should 
be made in the measure of stated refrigeration 
charges to cover the elements of profit and of haul- 
age of ice in the bunkers of refrigerator cars, af- 
firmed. J ' 

The carriers filed exceptions to this proposed report 
and these exceptions were answered by the Florida 
Railroad Commission. These exceptions and the report 
itself were set down for oral argument before the full 
Commission on December 6th, 1930. 

No decision of the Commission has yet been received 
but a favorable decision is confidently expected. 

This was a most important hearing to the numerous 
shippers and growers of Florida and the magnitude of

the case is attested by the fact that the record contained 
5,921 pages and there were 250 exhibits filed. The Rail- 
road Commission filed six briefs and has so far partici- 
pated in two oral arguments before the Commission. 

Much commendation is due Mr. Fred Pettijohn, ac- 
countant for the Florida Railroad Commission, to whose 
untiring efforts in preparing testimony, cross examining 
witnesses, writing of briefs and making the principal 
argument before the Commission is due in great part the 
successful determination of this case. 

7. Finance Docket No. 7714. Application of A. C. L. 
Railroad Company for Certificate Under Paragraph 18 of 
Section 1, of the Interstate Commerce Act Authorizing 
Abandonment of Its Line of Railroad from Yuste to 
Monticello, Florida. 

This application was filed by the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company on the 14th day of July, 1929. 

Immediately upon receipt of notice of this application 
the State of Florida acting through the Railroad Com- 
mission filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
a "Motion to Dismiss" the above application on the 
ground that the Interstate Commerce Commission had no 
jurisdiction to entertain the application nor to grant the 
relief prayed. 

This "Motion to Dismiss" was based upon the fact that 
the Florida Supreme Court had already found that the 
attempted abandonment by the Atlantic Coast Line of its 
line of railroad from Yuste to Montieello was done un- 
lawfully and without a certificate from the Commission 
permitting the abandonment. That the line of railroad 
had already been abandoned and the track and station 
facilities removed, and therefore the Commission had no 
jurisdiction to entertain an application for abandonment. 

A hearing in this matter was held in Tallahassee before 
Examiner Molster on October IS, 1929. This "Motion to 
Dismiss" was renewed before the Examiner, who over- 
ruled the same. 
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In January, 1930, Examiner Molster filed his proposed 
report and recommended that the Commission find that 
power is not conferred by Section 1 (18) of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act to issue a certificate authorizing 
abandonment of a line of railroad after the fact of aban- 
donment and that the application should be dismissed. 

On February 14, 1930, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
its exceptions to the report proposed by the Examiner 
and also a brief in support of said exceptions. 

On February 25th, 1930, the Counsel for the Florida 
Railroad Commission filed a reply brief on behalf of the 
Commission to the exceptions made by the Atlantic Coast 
Line Railroad Company. 

On April 28, 1930, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
sustained the report of Examiner Molster and dismissed 
the application of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany. 

On May 20, 1930, the A. C. L. Railroad Company filed 
a petition for rehearing before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in this case. 

On May 30, 1930, counsel for the Railroad Commission 
filed a reply to this petition for rehearing. 

On June 9, 1930, the Interstate Commerce Commission 
denied the petition of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company for rehearing or reargument in this case. 

8. Finance Docket No. 7805. In the Matter of the 
Application of the Jacksonville, Gainesville & Gulf Rail- 
way to Abandon that Fart of Its Line from North Gaines- 
ville to Sampson City. 

A hearing in this proceeding was held by the Railroad 
Commission of Florida, Hon. E. S. Matthews acting for 
the Commission, on the 18th day of December, 1929, at 
Gainesville, Florida. This hearing was had by the Rail- 
road Commission for the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion, A record was made but no recommendations were 
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made as to any proposed action by the Florida Railroad 
Commission. 

A brief was filed on the part of the Florida Railroad 
Commission representing the protestants -with the Com- 
mission protesting against the issuance of this certificate. 

On February 27, 1930, Division Four of the Commission 
issued its report finding that a certificate ought to issue 
authorizing the Jacksonville, Gainesville & Gulf Railway 
to abandon this part of its line. 

9. Finance Docket No. 8272. Application of A. C. L. 
Railroad Company Under Paragraph 18 of Section 1, of 
the Interstate Commerce Act with Reference to Construc- 
tion of Line from Yuste to Monticello, Fla. 

This application was filed before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on May 21st, 1930. It purports to be 
an application for authority from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to construct that portion of its line 
which it deliberately and unlawfully tore up and attempt- 
ed to abandon in August, 1927, but while it seems to ask 
for authority to reconstruct this line it is actually an 
attempt to get an expression from the Commission that 
the reconstruction and restoration of said portion of its 
line of railroad is not necessary and not required by pub- 
lie convenience and necessity. 

The Florida Railroad Commission immediately filed a 
Motion to Dismiss the Application on the ground that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission had no jurisdiction 
to entertain it because the Supreme Court of Florida had 
already assumed jurisdiction of this matter and on July 2, 
1930, did issue its Peremptory Writ of Mandamus requir- 
ing the restoration of this particular piece of track. 

This Motion to Dismiss was argued before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on July 12, 1930. 

The Commission on October 11, 1930, made its report 
dismissing the application. 

The applicant, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Com- 
pany, thereupon on December 10, 1930, filed a petition 
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with the Interstate Commerce Commission asking for a 
reargument of the question involved in this case. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission granted this peti- 
tion on January 19, 1931. The Commission, however, has 
not vet appointed a date for this reargument. 

LAW CASES 

1. Florida Railroad Commissioners vs. S. A. L. Sail- 
way Company and Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of Flor- 
ida to require these two railroads to obey the Railroad Com- 
mission's order of April 18, 1923, ordering said railroads 
to install a reciprocal switch at Bradenton, Florida, such 
as will enable them to exchange ears with each other at 
that point for the convenience of shippers; the case is 
pending on an answer by the A. C. L. R. R. Company 
confessing the right of the Commissioners to enforce this 
order and on the answer of the S. A, L. Rwy, Co., asserting 
that the order of the Commissioners is in violation of Sec. 
18 of the Transportation Act of 1920, in that jurisdiction 
of interchange tracks is exclusively in the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission ; recent holdings of the Supreme Court 
of the United States tend strongly to support the conten- 
tion of the S. A. L. Rwy. Company in this matter and it is 
the intention of counsel for the Commissioners to secure a 
final disposition of this case in the Florida Supreme Court 
and then if the decision is adverse there, to file such case 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission to procure the 
same relief, 

2. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L. Ry. 
Co. 

This is a mandamus proceeding to require the S. A. L. 
Rwy. Company to erect a new passenger depot at Starke, 
Florida, as ordered by the Commission; the company has 
answered the alternative writ and I have moved for a per- 
emptory writ, the answer notwithstanding; the ease has 
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been fully briefed and is awaiting oral argument in the 
Supreme Court for final decision. 

3. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. A. C. L. R. 
R. Co. 

This is a mandamus proceediog instituted in the Circuit 
Court of Orange County, Florida, to require the Railroad 
Company to obey Rule 29, prescribed by the Commission- 
ers governing the transportation of perishables in less than 
car load lots in intrastate traffic in the State of Florida; 
the Railroad Company filed a demurrer to the alternative 
writ and the ease was argued before Judge Frank A. 
Smith at Orlando and the demurrer overruled; the com- 
pany has recently filed its answer to the alternative writ 
and the case awaits further proceedings with reference to 
such answer. 

4. Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L. Rv. 
Co., Circuit Court of Duval Comity. 

This is an identical proceeding with that mentioned in 
the preceding paragraph save that it relates to the S. A. L.. 
Rwy. Company; the case is pending on a motion to quash 
the alternative writ which has not been argued. 

The motion to quash in the above ease was argued by 
counsel for both parties before Judge DeWitt T. Gray, in 
Jacksonville, Fla., on February 14, 1929, but no decision 
has been made as yet. 

The motion to quash in the above ease was over-ruled 
by Judge Gray and the respondent was given until March 
3, 1930, within which to file its return. 

5. The Railroad Commissioners of Florida vs. S. A. L, 
Ry. Co., Circuit Court of Leon County. 

This was a suit to collect a fine of $1,000 imposed upon 
the S. A. L. Rwy. Company for violation of the rules of 
the Commission relating to continuous mileage rate appli- 
cation to shipments originating on the C. H. & N. R. R. Co., 
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which is controlled by the S. A. L. Rwy. Co. Pleas have 
been filed by the Railway Company to Plaintiff's declara- 
tion and demurrers interposed to such pleas ; the case is 
awaiting disposition of the demurrers. 

6. The State of Florida, ex rel. Fred H. Davis as At- 
torney General, and ex rel. Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida, vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company. In re: Restoration of Track and Station Facili- 
ties at Monticello, Florida. Mandamus. 

On September 14, 1927, Petition for Alternative Writ 
of Mandamus was filed in above matter, asking that the 
Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company be required to re- 
store its tracks from Yuste, Florida, to Montieello, Florida, 
torn up and dismantled on August 25, 1927, to maintain 
said tracks and road-bed in a reasonable safe and suitable 
condition, to restore the train service over said line of rail- 
road and to observe the train schedules that were in effect 
prior to the said August 25, 1927. On September 15, 1927, 
the Supreme Court of Florida granted the petition for 
Alternative Writ of Mandamus. 

To this Alternative Writ the Railroad Company filed a 
Motion to Quash. This motion was fully briefed by both 
parties and orally argued in the Supreme Court on Novem- 
ber 3, 1927. 

The Court, speaking through Justice Terrell, overruled 
this Motion to Quash and took jurisdiction of the subject 
matter of the Alternative Writ— Justice Whitfield filed a 
concurring opinion. Both opinions were most able exposi- 
tions of the law on the question raised by the Motion to 
Quash, and sustained the position of the Railroad Commis- 
sion on every point. 

Return to Alternative Writ was filed by the respondent 
on February 8, 1928. 

On March 8, 1928, the relators filed their Motion to Strike 
and Demurrer to Return to Alternative Writ. 
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On May 4th respondent filed its Amended Return to 
Alternative Writ. 

To this amended Return relators filed Motion to Strike, 
Demurrer and a Motion for a Peremptory Writ without 
proof. 

This case was argued before the full bench on June 12, 
1928, and on May 14, 1929, the Court made its order 
awarding a Peremptory Writ of Mandamus requiring the 
respondent, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company, 
to restore its track from Yuste to Monticello, or so much 
thereof as had been torn up and dismantled and to main- 
tain said track and roadbed in a reasonably safe and suit- 
able condition and to restore the train service over said 
line of railroad that was in effect prior to the date said 
track was torn up and dismantled. 

A petition for re-hearing was filed with the Court and 
on October 25, 1929, the Court by its order denied said 
petition. In the meantime the Atlantic Coast Line Rail- 
road Company had filed its application with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission known as Finance Docket No. 
7714, asking the Commission to issue its certificate per- 
mitting the abandonment of this portion of its line of 
railroad. 

The filing of this application was duly brought to the 
attention of the Supreme Court of Florida by the re- 
spondent herein and the Court on November 19, 1929, 
entered an order staying the issuance of Peremptory Writ 
until the matter now pending before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission may be determined by that tribunal! 

The respondent thereupon filed its petition for a writ 
of Certiorari in the Supreme Court of the United States 
under Section 237-B Judicial Code U. S. C. A. Title 28, 
Section 344 (b) on the theory that the Supreme Court of 
Florida had denied to the Coast Line a right claimed and 
exercised by it under the authority of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission authorizing it to abandon that part of 
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its line of railroad running from Yuste to Monticello, 
Florida. 

The State of Florida through its Attorney General and 
the Railroad Commission filed a brief in opposition to the 
petition for "Writ of Certiorari. 

The Supreme Court of the United States denied the 
petition for Writ of Certiorari. 

On June 18, 1930, the Railroad Commission of Florida 
filed a suggestion with the Supreme Court setting up the 
proceedings before the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in reference to the abandonment of this line of railroad 
by the A. C. L. Railroad and suggested to the Court that 
there now existed no reason for a further stay of the issu- 
ance of the Peremptory Writ and that Peremptory Writ 
should immediately issue. 

On July 2, 1930, the Supreme Court of Florida issued 
its Peremptory Writ requiring the A. C. L. Railroad Com- 
pany to restore its track from Yuste to Monticello. 

On October 10, 1930, the A. C. L. Railroad Company 
filed in the Supreme Court of Florida its "Motion to 
Strike, Stay or Modify the Peremptory Writ of Man- 
damus." The principal contention of the railroad was 
that after it had caused a survey of its old right-of-way 
to be made from the station of Yuste to the town of 
Monticello for the purpose of complying with the Peremp- 
tory Writ of the Court it found that the State Road De- 
partment had graded and hard-surfaced State Road No. 
11, across the right-of-way of the A. C. L. Railroad and 
that at the point of intersection the grade of said State 
Road No. 11 had been constructed and hard-surfaced ap- 
proximately five feet higher than the former grade of the 
railroad's track as it existed before the same was re- 
moved. 

On October 21, 1930, the Railroad Commission of the 
State of Florida in opposition to the above Motion filed 
a "Motion to Strike said Motion and to Fix a Time With- 
in Whieh the A. C. L. Railroad Company shall perform 
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the duty enjoined upon it by the Peremptory Writ here- 
tofore issued in this cause and to file a Certificate with 
this Court showing obedience to said Peremptory Writ." 
These Motions were argued before the Supreme Court 
of Florida on October 21, 1930, but the Court has taken 
no action on either of said Motions. 

7. The State of Florida, ex rel. Railroad Commis- 
sioners, vs. Atlantic Coast line Railroad Company. Man- 
damus. In re : Ewing Station. 

This is a mandamus suit in the Supreme Court of the 
State of Florida, instituted on November 15, 1927, to re- 
quire the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad Company to obey 
an order of the Railroad Commission, to abolish for the pur- 
pose of computing rates, the station of Ewing, Florida, 
near Tampa. 

On December 10, 1927, the respondent railway company 
filed a Motion to Quash the Alternative Writ. 

This matter has been fully briefed and will be shortly 
presented to the Court. 

Oral arguments were made to the Court by counsel for 
both parties in above cause on June 12, 1928. 

On January 6, 1930, the Court overruled the Motion to 
Quash and required the respondent to file its return to the 
Alternative Writ. 

8. The State of Florida, ex rel. Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Florida vs. Jacksonville Terminal 
Company, a corporation. Mandamus. 

This suit was instituted on February 13, 1928, to require 
the Jacksonville Terminal Company : 

' ' To receive in your baggage room baggage properly 
identified by a claim check of such persons, firms, 
or corporations as may comply with the terms of 
Order No. 950, of the Railroad Commissioners of the 
State of Florida, and issue to the owner presenting 
a duplicate of snch claim check, together with a rail- 
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road ticket, a train check for such baggage to the 
destination shown on the ticket. And to permit any 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business of 
handling and hauling baggage from hotels, residences 
and places of business in Jacksonville, Florida, to 
your passenger station, as the agent of prospective 
passengers, who has filed with you a solvent bond 
executed by an acceptable Surety company in your 
favor in the sum of Ten Thousand Dollars ($10,- 
000.00), conditioned to indemnify you for all loss or 
damage occasioned by loss, accident, negligence or 
mistake in the handling of baggage by such person, 
firm or corporation, to issue duplicate claim cheeks 
for baggage and to have their claim cheeks recognized 
and exchanged for train checks by you when pre- 
sented by a passenger together with a railroad ticket. 
"And in all things to fully observe and comply 
with said Order No. 950, of the Railroad Commission- 
ers of the State of Florida." 
On March 8th, the respondent filed its Motion to Quash 

the Alternative Writ. Oral argument was had before the 

full Court on this Motion to Quash on June 13, 1928. 
On July 19th, the Court denied Motion to Quash in a 

very fine opinion by Mr. Justice Buford in which the Court 

held: 

' ' The powers of the Railroad Commission are broad 
enough under the statute to include the authority to 
make reasonable regulations respecting the handling 
of baggage belonging to prospective railroad pas- 
sengers by a terminal company and providing a reason- 
able system for its safe-keeping and convenient 
identification by its owner after it has been received 
by the terminal company, 

"While the right to the management and control 
of the property of common carriers is inherent in the 
carriers who own or operate the property, yet because 
of the nature of the service and the immediate interest 
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of the public therein, supervision and regulation of 
the operation and of the business done as common car- 
riers are within the powers of the State as to intrastate 
business when lawful federal authority is not domi- 
nant, and this governmental supervision and regula- 
tion may be lawfully exerted through administrative 
officers and Commissions or boards when they are 
validly constituted, and their governing powers and 
duties in the premises are legally defined and limited 
by duly enacted statutes. 

"A terminal company may not arbitrarily subject 
one class of passengers to an inconvenience in the 
matter of the identification of baggage from which 
under substantially the same circumstances, it pro- 
tects and saves another class; and if it attempts to do 
so, such action on its part constitutes discrimination 
which the relators, being the governmental agency hav- 
ing supervision of such matters may by reasonable 
regulation prevent in the exercise of the sound judg- 
ment of the relators under our statutes. ' ' 
Respondent thereupon filed its Return to Alternative 
Writ to which Demurrer has been filed and also a Motion 
for Peremptory Writ of Mandamus. 

This matter was submitted to the Court on oral argu- 
ment in final hearing on the 6th of March, 1929. 

9. The Florida Telephone Corporation, Plaintiff," vs. 
Railroad Commission of Florida, Defendants. Bill for 
Injunction. 

This was a case instituted in the District Court of the 
United States for the Northern District of Florida seek- 
ing an injunction against a rate order of the Florida Rail- 
road Commission fixing a schedule of telephone rates at 
the Ocala Exchange. 

The Bill of Complaint was filed on November 6, 1929, 
asking that the schedule of rates fixed for the Ocala Tele- 
phone Exchange by the Railroad Commission be declared 
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confiscatory and the Railroad Commission and all other 
persons be enjoined from enforcing the same or interfer- 
ing with the plaintiff in collecting a higher schedule of 
rates. 

On November 25, 1929, the defendant filed its answer 
denying the main allegations of the bill and on December 
20th all parties to the proceeding appeared before Judge 
Wm. B. Sheppard, Judge of the United States District 
Court and testimony was taken and reported in said cause. 

Briefs were also filed by all parties and on February 
21, 1930, Judge Sheppard filed his opinion sustaining in 
great part the contentions of the Florida Railroad Com- 
mission and upholding its method of valuing telephone 
plants. A few minor errors in computing valuations were 
found by the Court and the rate order of the Commission 
was found to be confiscatory as it was found by the Court 
to yield a revenue substantially less than that found to be 
reasonable. 

The plaintiff, the Florida Telephone Corporation, was 
aggrieved at the finding of the Judge of this Court and 
has appealed this case to the Circuit Court of Appeals in 
New Orleans. 

This case was fully briefed by both the Telephone Cor* 
poration and the Railroad Commission and on December 
3, 1930, argument was had before the Circuit Court of 
Appeals in New Orleans. 

No decision of the Court has yet been rendered. 

10. State of Florida, Complainant, vs. A. C. L. Rail- 
road Company, Seaboard Air Line Railway Company, 
Florida East Coast Railway Company and Georgia South- 
ern & Florida Railway Company, Defendants. 

The Bill of Complaint seeking an injunction against 
the above named defendants was filed in the Circuit Court 
in and for Duval County on the 29th day of November, 
1929, and the matter of a temporary restraining order 
was argued before Judge DeWitt T. Gray on that date 
and said temporary restraining order was issued. 
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This injunction was sought against the above named de- 
fendants to prevent them from withdrawing and cancell- 
ing certain schedules of Commodity Rates known as "Mu- 
nicipal Rates" on roadway materials without the consent 
of the Florida Railroad Commission first being had and 
obtained. 

On the I4th day of October, 1929, the above named de- 
fendants had jointly and severally served notice upon 
the Railroad Commission that it was their purpose and 
intent to cancel these rates without applying to the 
Railroad Commission for permission so to do and this 
temporary restraining order was obtained through Judge 
Gray to prevent this action on the part of defendants. 

Demurrers were then filed to the Bill and Motions to 
Dissolve the Temporary Injunction were also filed and 
argued before Judge Cooper Gibbs in Jacksonville. 

On the 24th day of January, 1930, Judge Gibbs over- 
ruled the Demurrer and denied the Motions and required 
the defendants to plead or answer on or before the Rule 
Day in March, 1930. 

Answers by the defendant railroad companies were filed 
in this case on March 3, 1930. 

A final hearing was had on April 18, 1930, and the 
matter was argued before Judge Gibbs in Jacksonville 
on that date. 

Final decree granting a permanent injunction against 
the carriers was entered by Judge Gibbs and filed April 
25th, 1930. 

The carriers being aggrieved at the finding entered an 
appeal from the final decree to the Supreme Court of 
Florida and this appeal was made returnable to the 12th 
day of July, A. D. 1930. 

This ease has beeu fully briefed by both parties of 
record but as yet has not been set down for oral argument. 

This was a most important-ease to the shippers of road- 
way material and especially to the State Road Depart- 
ment, the greatest users of these materials. If the rail- 
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roads had been permitted to withdraw these municipal 
rates and apply its present commercial rates on roadway 
materials, which are materially higher than the municipal 
rates, both the producers and the users of these materials 
would have been compelled to pay a much higher rate. 

Thousands of dollars have been saved to the State of 
Florida by the action of the Railroad Commission in ob- 
taining this injunction. 

11. State of Florida ex rel. Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida vs. Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company. Mandamus. In re : Gravel Rates. 

On the 9th day of July, 1929, the Supreme Court of 
Florida issued an Alternative Writ in the above ease re- 
quiring the respondent, the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad 
Company, to apply intrastate freight rates upon gravel 
transported by freight over its line from Tampa, Florida, 
to stations or points located on the line of the respondent 
in the State of Florida. 

To this Alternative "Writ the respondent filed its Motion 
to Quash on numerous grounds. 

Briefs have been filed in this cause and the matter is 
ready for argument before the Court but no date has been 
set for such argument. 

12. State of Florida ex rel. Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida vs. Seaboard Air Line Railway Com- 
pany. Mandamus. In re r Gravel Rates. 

On the 9th day of July, 1929, the Supreme Court of 
Florida issued an Alternative Writ in the above ease re- 
quiring the respondent, the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
Company, to apply intrastate freight rates upon gravel 
transported by freight over its line from Tampa, Florida, 
to stations or points located on the line of the respondent 
in the State of Florida. 

To this Alternative Writ the respondent filed its Motion 
to Quash on numerous grounds. 
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Briefs have been filed in this cause and the matter is 
ready for argument before the Court but no date has been 
set for such argument. 

13. W. B. Cahoon, Sheriff of Duval County, Plaintiff in 
Error, vs. E. S. Smith, Defendant in Error. Writ of Error 
to Circuit Court of Duval County. Habeas Corpus. 

The defendant in error, E. S. Smith, was arrested in 
Duval County, Florida, on a warrant charging him with 
a violation of Chapter 13700, Laws of 1929, provided for 
the regulation of Auto Transportation Companies. The 
defendant was bound over by the Justice of Peace Court 
and committed for trial in the Circuit Court of Record in 
and for Duval County. He applied to Circuit Judge De- 
Witt T, Gray for a Writ of Habeas Corpus to secure his 
release and it was granted. 

This appeal is a Writ of Error from the final judgment 
of the Judge of the Circuit Court of Duval County and 
brings into question the validity and constitutionality of 
Chapter 13700, known as "The Bus Bill." No proceed- 
ings have as yet been had in the Supreme Court. 

On January 15, 1930, brief was filed in this ease in the 
Supreme Court on behalf of the State of Florida. 

On March 1st, 1930, a reply brief Mas filed on behalf 
of the State of Florida in answer to the brief of E. S. 
Smith, the defendant. 

This cause was set down for oral argument on March 
21, 1930, and was argued by all parties at that time. 

Decision of the Court was rendered on May 21, 1930, 
the opinion of the Court being written by Mr. Justice 
Whitfield. The case is reported in 128 So. 632. 

The importance of this ease which involves the consti- 
tutionality of Chapter 13700, Laws of 1929, warrants the 
publication herein of the headnotes of the opinion, which 
are as follows: 

"1. STATUTES. 

Title of law imposing mileage tax does not express, 

and body of acts does not embrace more than one 

general subject of legislation. 
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"2. STATUTES. 

Tax levy contained in law imposing mileage tax on 
motor vehicles was matter properly connected with 
subject of regulation expressed in title. 

"3. AUTOMOBILES. 

Law imposing mileage tax on motor vehicles applies 
to corporations and persons using motor vehicles in 
business of transporting persons or property for com- 
pensation. 

"4. AUTOMOBILES. 

Law imposing mileage tax on motor vehicles is not 
applicable to corporations or persons who are not 
common carriers, though engaged in transportation 
referred to therein. 

"5. AUTOMOBILES. 

Provisions of statute imposing mileage tax on mo- 
tor vehicles legally applicable to private carriers for 
compensation are capable of being effectuated. 

"6. AUTOMOBILES. 

Requirement as to certificates of convenience and 
necessity for doing business on highways and tax 
thereon reasonably applied to private carriers for 
compensation. 

"7. AUTOMOBILES. 

'Mileage tax' imposed by statute on motor vehicles 
is 'license tax'; license tax imposed under law pro- 
viding for mileage tax on motor vehicles is not 'toll' 
collected for vehicular passage over roads. 

"8. AUTOMOBILES. 

Essential nature of tax as 'license tax' is not al- 
tered by circumstance that tax is calculated accord- 
ing to road miles. 

"9. AUTOMOBILES. 

Exception in law imposing mileage tax on motor 
vehicles as to transporting or delivering dairy prod- 
ucts has reference to transporting products to pri- 
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mary market ; exceptions in law imposing mileage tax 
on motor vehicles as to transporting or delivering 
dairy products do not make statute operate arbi- 
trarily. 

"10. CONSTITUTIONAL LAW. 

Organic provision as to equal protection of law 
does not forbid just and reasonable distinctions and 
classifications. 

"11. AUTOMOBILES. 

Provisions of statute imposing mileage tax on 
motor vehicles are not clearly shown to be unreason- 
able and arbitrary so as to be abuse of legislative 
power." 

14. Seaboard Air Line Railway Company, et al., Peti- 
tioners, vs. Railroad Commissioners of the State of Flor- 
ida, Respondents. Petition for Writ of Certiorari in the 
Supreme Court of Florida. 

This is a petition for a Writ of Certiorari to review the 
action of the Railroad Commissioners of Florida in grant- 
ing a Certificate of Convenience and Necessity to Union 
Bus Company for the operation of a bus line from Talla- 
hassee to Marianna, Florida. The Writ is sought by two 
railroads — one operating from Jacksonville to River Junc- 
tion and the other operating from River Junction to Pen- 
sacola. It is also sought by a bus line operating from 
Jacksonville to Tallahassee. 

The Writ of Certiorari was issued out of the Court on 
the 31st day of January, A. D. 1930. 

The respondents have filed a Motion to Quash the Writ 
but no further action has been taken as yet. 

Briefs were filed by all parties in this case on Motion 
to Quash and the case was set down for oral argument on 
July 1st, 1930. 

The Supreme Court in their comprehensive opinion 
written by Mr. Justice Brown denied the Motion to Quash 
and quashed the Order of the Railroad Commission grant- 
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ing a certificate of convenience and necessity to the 
Union Bus Company. 

This opinion of the Court was predicated upon the fact 
that the proposed hus service duplicates the passenger 
service rendered by the L. & N. Railroad and Seaboard 
Air Line Railway over practically the same route ; that 
the existing railroad service was sufficient to care for all 
traffic offered. 

That the establishment of the proposed bus route would 
take passengers away from these railroads and that prac- 
tically all of the passengers who use the bus serviee would 
otherwise use the rail service. 
The Court further held: 

"It is further shown in the evidence that the pas- 
senger traffic over the railroad lines in question has 
been seriously curtailed by private automobiles and 
bus lines and that the subtraction from passengers 
of those now using the railroad service in question 
would further seriously impair passenger earnings, 
and would permit a probably destructive competition 
with the through night pasenger traffic which still 
remains with the railroads, which would tend to pro- 
duce heavy public burdens in the way of increased 
freight rates." 

15. Seaboard Air Line Railway Company and Rail- 
way Express Agency, Inc., Petitioners, vs. The Railroad 
Commissioners of the State of Florida, Respondents. In 
the Supreme Court of Florida. Petition for Writ of Cer- 
tiorari. 

Petition for Writ of Certiorari was filed in the Supreme 
Court of the State to review the action of the Florida Rail- 
road Commission in granting a Certificate of Convenience 
and Necessity to H. T. Pace to operate motor trucks for 
the handling of freight and express between Jacksonville 
and Tallahassee. The Writ was granted on the 28th day 
of January, 1930. 
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Motion to Quash the Writ has been filed iii the Court 
but no further action has been taken and the ease is await- 
ing disposition on Motion to Quash. 

Briefs were filed by all parties in this case and on July 
1, 1930, the matter was argued before the Supreme Court 
of Florida on Motion to Quash. 

On January 8, 1931, the Supreme Court of Florida in 
an opinion by Mr. Justice Brown, and in a concurring 
opinion by Mr. -Justice Whitfield, denied the Motion to 
Quash the Writ of Certiorari and ordered the Order made 
by the Railroad Commission quashed. 

This is a most important opinion to the bus and truck 
operators of the State and to the State of Florida, and as 
information to the legislature and to the people of Florida 
as a whole, we deem it advisable to publish here the 
greater part of this opinion. After making a statement 
of the questions involved in this case, the Court, through 
Mr. Justice Brown, said : 

"The legislature, in adopting Chapter 13,700 of 
the Laws of 1929, has added greatly to the power. 
the dignity and the importance of the Railroad Com- 
mission. Already vested with supervisory and regu- 
latory power over the service and rates of railroad 
carriers and telegraph and telephone companies, the 
Commissioners are now, by this act, vested with simi- 
lar powers over the business of motor vehicle trans- 
portation for compensation or as common carriers 
over the public highways, and in addition to this, the 
power of determining, except as to motor lines al- 
ready in operation on April 19, 1929, whether the 
public convenience and necessity requires the grant- 
ing of the right or privilege of operating new or addi- 
tional motor lines for which applications may be 
made to the Commission. Thus the Railroad Com- 
mission has now heeome. in large measure, a general 
public utilities commission, vested with vast powers, 
affecting not only the public utilities mentioned, but 

»— it. ii. 
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also vitally affecting the public welfare of the entire 
State and all sections of the State. Furthermore, the 
new statute vests the Commission with such judicial 
powers as are necessary to the performance of their 
duties thereunder. No appeal from their orders or 
decisions is provided for by the act. Hence the only 
method of direct judicial review which exists is by 
means of the issuance of writs of certiorari, and 
appropriate proceedings thereunder. The power to 
issue such writs was vested in this Court by Section 
5 of Article V of the Constitution of 1885. 

"The immediate question presented by this case 
is whether under the statute the evidence showed 
that the 'public convenience and necessity' justified 
or warranted the permissiou granted by the Com- 
mission for the operation of the motor truck line 
applied for. But we must not close our eyes to the 
fact that back of and underlying this immediate ques- 
tion is the ultimate and basic question whether 'the 
public convenience and necessity' mentioned in the 
act, could reasonably be construed to require or justi- 
fy the scrapping or serious crippling of the railroads 
of this State, where they are already rendering ade- 
quate service, and all that is reasonably necessary, 
to meet the needs of the territory in question. Can 
it be said that the statute requires this? If, under 
said statute, the Railroad Commission could not con- 
sider, in determining applications for certificates of 
public convenience and necessity made by auto trans- 
portation companies, the question whether adequate 
and sufficient transportation service was already be- 
ing afforded by rail lines to the route and territory 
affected by such applications, as well as the effect 
which the granting of such applications might have 
upon such rail transportation facilities, the ultimate 
result of the administration of the statute might be 
to transfer the business of carrying practically all 
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passengers and freight (excepting perhaps such 
heavy, bulky, lowgrade and basic commodities as the 
motor vehicles could not handle) from the rail lines, 
which own, maintain and pay taxes on their own 
tracks, road beds and rights of way, to motor trans- 
portation companies operating on and over the high- 
ways built and maintained at public expense, and 
which were constructed primarily for the use and 
benefit of the private citizens of the State, that is, the 
general public, in the ordinary course of life and 
business. The result of such a policy would prob- 
ably be to either bankrupt or seriously cripple the 
rail lines, thus throwing thousands of railroad em- 
ployes out of work, and impairing the efficiency of 
railroad service, or to cause a tremendous increase in 
freight rates on heavy basie commodities such as the 
motor lines are not able to handle ; at the same time 
rapidly wearing out the public highways, impeding 
ordinary private use thereof by the general public, 
and increasing the dangers to life and limb attend- 
ant upon such use, thus entailing considerable public 
inconvenience and great public expense in the way 
of repairs and replacements ; all to the serious injury 
of the public interests. Would such a result promote 
the 'public convenience and necessity'? Can it be 
said that the statute, construed in the light of all its 
terms, will admit of any such construction? Surely 
'the public convenience and necessity,' which by its 
terms is made the primary objective of the statute, 
and the main one to be considered in determining 
applications made thereunder, would not be sub- 
served by such ji construction as that set up by the 
motion here made to quash the writ, which would 
preclude any consideration whatever of existing rail- 
road transportation. 

"The statute assumes that there may be many cases 
where the public convenience and necessity will be 
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promoted by granting certificates to motor trans- 
portation companies. It may well be freely admitted 
that the statute assumes that the motor vehicle has 
its place in the general transportation system of the 
State. It is a popular and in many cases a convenient 
form of transportation, especially as to local trans- 
portation. And the statute manifestly contemplates 
that where the public is not already adequately served 
by established carriers, either by rail or motor ve- 
hicles, and the public convenience and necessity de- 
mand it, certificates authorizing motor transportation 
by bus or truck may be granted, in spite of the in- 
creased burden upon the public highways and the in- 
creased dangers to ordinary traffic thereby resulting. 
"There may be cases for instance, where the evi- 
dence discloses that the railroad carriers are suffering 
from congestion at terminals by reason of the ac- 
cumulation of short-haul and less-than-carlot ship- 
ments which congestion could be adequately relieved 
by permitting the operation of motor truck lines as 
supplementary to the service of the over-crowded 
railway ; but there is no such evidence in this ease. 
There may also be cases where even duplication of 
service may be required where the existing service is 
inadequate to meet the public needs, or to handle the 
rapidly increasing business offered by a new and 
growing field. See Pond on Public Utilities, Sec. 715. 
But there is no such showing here. This case pre- 
sents an effort to secure authority to operate a truck 
line over a highway built and maintained at public 
expense, which highway runs side by side with a long 
established rail line for a distance of 170 miles, and 
thereby to haul freight in competition with the al- 
ready reduced freight and express business carried 
on over such rail line, thus threatening the latter with 
a further serious reduction in its revenues; and this 
effort was made in the absence of any showing that 
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the railway company, in connection with the express 
company, was inadequately equipped, or was other- 
wise unable or failing to handle the business in such 
a way as to reasonably meet the needs of the public ; 
or, in the language of the statute, without any show- 
ing that the 'public convenience and necessity' re- 
quired the granting of such additional service. 

"In Section 714 of Pond on Public Utilities, 3rd ed., 
the author says: 

" 'The policy of granting motor vehicles permis- 
sion to operate over certain routes or within a defi- 
nite area should be determined by the ultimate ques- 
tion of securing safe, adequate, and sustained serv- 
ice for the public and of conserving any and all car- 
riers, rendering such service, from wasteful competi- 
tion by avoiding needless duplication of service. 
When a field is already properly served to the satis- 
faction of the public or is not sufficient to support 
additional service from new forms of transportation 
by new patronage, the policy is generally to refuse to 
permit new carriers to enter and interrupt the pres- 
ent service.' 

"The Pennsylvania Public Service Commission in 
the ease of In Be Hauser, P. U. R. 1922-B, 383, said : 

" 'By reason of the large capital investment in rail 
transportation, some of these companies have con- 
tinued to operate in the face of an accumulating 
deficit, rather than to surrender their franchise and 
scrap their properties, in the hope and expectation 
that conditions would so change that they would be 
able to operate at a profit. So long as a railroad or 
railway company retains its franchise to operate it 
may be compelled to do so. A motor company, with 
its comparatively small investments, without suffer- 
ing an}' serious loss, can surrender its franchise and 
cease to operate af will. ' 
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"In the ease of in He James, P. U. K. 1923-E, the 
Public Service Commission of Vermont made the fol- 
lowing interesting observations : 

" 'The motor vehicle has revolutionized local travel 
and the public motor bus for the carriage of passen- 
gers and parcels has become a necessity to many com- 
munities not otherwise adequately served by public 
conveyance of any kind ; but there are certain locali- 
ties in the state where the traveling public is already 
so amply provided with other forms of conveyance 
that any new service^ like the bus service, is uncalled 
for. There are also localities where several bus lines 
may seek to operate where the entire carrying busi- 
ness could be fully supplied by a less number. The 
motor bus operates upon the highway. The state of 
Vermont and the Federal Government have expended 
large sums of money in order to prepare the proper 
roadbed to meet the new conditions of travel which 
the motor vehicle has called into being. This outlay, 
and the highways which have been provided by these 
means, are used by the motor bus in common with 
other motor vehicles and horse-drawn vehicles with- 
out expense, save the small license fees which it pays 
to the local and Federal Government. Travel upon 
the principal highways of the state has increased to 
such an extent that, in many places, the highways 
are worn out so rapidly that it has become necessary 
to expend sums heretofore undreamed of for the con- 
struction of permanent highways of a stability suffi- 
cient to sustain the accumulated business, and the 
crowding of traffic in the principal places of business 
has become such that it is necessary to station traffic 
officers and set up monuments in the highways to 
regulate and control the direction and speed of the 
different kinds of vehicles, * • * The common carrier 
has always been considered subject to legislative con- 
trol and regulation, having reference to the needs of 
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the public, and when the legislature placed motor 
busses within this class it must have intended to sub- 
ject the newly constituted common carriers to the same 
control and regulation as other members of the same 
class. It seems to us that the members of the legis- 
lature in passing this act did so under the belief that 
the time had come to determine in a formal way to 
what extent our highways should be used by the 
business under consideration, and to limit that use 
to the public need.' 

"And it might not be inappropriate to repeat here 
the statement made by Mr. Justice Whitfield, speak- 
ing for this Court in the Florida Motor Lines case, 
129 So. 876, wherein he said: 'the statute contem- 
plates that, in granting certificates of public con- 
venience aud necessity authorizing the use of the 
public roads in such transportation, the Railroad 
Commissioners shall give due consideration to the 
size, weight, and number of vehicles used in such 
business, so that vehicles not necessary for the pub- 
lic service may be excluded from the highways with 
a view to the proper use and preservation of the 
public roads and to the safety and convenience of the 
traveling public of the state who have primary rights 
in the preservation, safety and use of the highways 
maintained by taxation.' 

"While there was some evidence in this case tend- 
ing to show that the proposed operation of the truck 
line would be a convenience to some individuals, 
there was no evidence showing that there was any 
real public necessity for its operation, when the serv- 
ice afforded by the railway and express companies is 
taken into consideration. 

"We have therefore reached the conclusion that 
the order providing for the issuance of the certifi- 
cate in this case, on the showing made, was not in 
keeping with the spirit or letter of the statute, and 
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hence constituted 'a departure from the essential 
requirements of the law. ' 

"The remaining grounds of the motion to quash 
raise questions which have already been discussed 
and decided adversely to the respondents in the case 
first above cited and also in the ease of Fla. Motor 
Lines v. Railroad Commissioners, supra. Upon the 
authority of these eases, and the principles therein 
enunciated, the motion to quash the writ must be de- 
nied, and the order complained of in the petition for 
the writ of certiorari in this case must he, and is 
hereby, quashed. 

"Terrell, C. J., and Ellis, J., concur. 
"Whitfield, P. J., and Strum, J., concur specially. 
"Bupord, J., concurs in the conclusion only. 

"Whitfield, J., concurring: 

"Under Chapter 13700, Acts of 1929, the operation 
of 'any motor vehicle for the transportation of per- 
sons or property for compensation on any public 
highway in this State' is lawful only after 'having 
obtained from the Railroad Commission a certificate 
that the present or future public convenience and 
necessity requires or will require such operation.' 

"The purpose of the statute is not only to regulate 
the use of the public highways by motor vehicles for 
compensation, but, in order to conserve the public 
roads and the safety of the traveling public thereon, 
to exclude from the use of the public highways in 
the State any and all motor vehicles operated for 
compensation except such motor vehicles as are 
affirmatively shown to be required to serve the 'pub- 
lic convenience and necessity.' Public highways are 
maintained by taxation primarily for public use of 
individuals for themselves : and the use of such high- 
ways by motor vehicles for hire is permitted only 
when and as the 'public convenience and necessity' 
may require it. Public convenience alone does not 
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authorize the issuing of a certificate. There must be 
public necessity as well. 

"Such certificate should be issued only after due 
notice to all proper parties including 'all transporta- 
tion companies serving any part of the route between 
the fixed termini,' and after a legal, adequate and ap- 
propriate hearing and a proper finding duly made by 
the Railroad Commission predicated upon sufficient 
affirmative evidence 'that the present or future pub- 
lic convenience and necessity requires or will require" 
the particular operation that is authorized by the 
certificate. 

"The statute provides that orders made by the 
Railroad Commission shall be deemed and held 'to be 
reasonable and just and such as ought to have been 
made in the premises * * * unless the contrary 
plainly appears.' 

"This statutory provision makes the order prima 
facie legal and proper, and contemplates that in 
appropriate judicial review, as by certiorari, where 
it plainly appears from the record of the proceedings 
culminating in the order, that the order was not 
' properly made and arrived at in due form of proce- 
dure' and is not 'such as ought to have been made 
in the premises,' the order shall be adjudged to be 
invalid, since the Constitution ordains that 'all courts 
in this State shall be open so that by due course of 
law right and justice shall be administered.' Sec. 4, 
Dec. of Rights. 

"Where an order that is reviewable on certiorari 
is not in accord with the essential requirements of 
the law, the order will be quashed so that by due 
course of law right and justice he administered as 
required by the organic command and the rules of 
the forum. 

"The probative force and legal effect of the evi- 
dence adduced before the Railroad Com mission and 
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made part of the record on this certiorari, show that 
the operation of motor vehicles in transportation for 
compensation on the public highways as authorized 
by the certificate issued under the order here re- 
viewed, is a convenience to a portion of the public 
on the route involved, but it does not show that 'pub- 
lic convenience and necessity require or will require 
such operation,' within the meaning and contempla- 
tion of the statute regulating the business of trans- 
portation for compensation on the public highways 
which are maintained by taxation and designed pri- 
marily for use of the public and not for the business 
of transportation for compensation. 

"Terrell, C. J., and Brown and Buford, J. J., 
concur. 

"Strum, J. (Concurring in the judgment) : 
"I concur in the view that there is no showing of 
'public convenience and necessity' as required by the 
Statute for the operation of the truck line in question 
and that the order of the Railroad Commissioners 
should be quashed." 

16. Florida Motor Lines, Inc., Petitioners, vs. Railroad 
Commissioners of the State of Florida, Respondents, and 
Georgia-Florida Motor Lines, Inc. 

After the passage of Chapter 13,700, Laws of 1921, at 
a regular hearing before the Railroad Commissioners the 
Florida Motor Lines and the Georgia-Florida Motor Lines, 
Inc., were both granted certificates of Public Convenience 
and Necessity to operate the same service and over the 
same routes operated over on April 19, 1929. At that 
time the Florida Motor Lines were using busses in freight 
service and the Florida Motor Lines, Inc., were using 
7-passenger sedans. 

In October, 1929, the Georgia-Florida Motor Lines filed 
with the Railroad Commission a petition to substitute 5 
busses of the capacity of 25 passengers each for the Ji 
7-passenger sedans they were then using on the route from 
Jacksonville to Miami.

A hearing was had before the Railroad Commission on 
November 6, 1929, at which time the Florida Motor Lines 
appeared and objected to the granting of the application. 

After said hearing by an Order the Georgia-Florida 
Motor Lines were authorized to substitute four 25-passen- 
ger busses for the 7-passenger sedans operated on said 
line. 

Thereupon on petition of the Florida Motor Lines the 
Supreme Court of Florida on May 8, 1930, issued its Writ 
of Certiorari directed to the Railroad Commissioners and 
to the Georgia -Florida Motor Lines requiring the Railroad 
Commission to certify to the court all of its records and 
proceedings with reference to the granting of said cer- 
tificate. 

A Motion was made to quash this Writ of Certiorari 
on various grounds and after the case had been thor- 
oughly briefed by all parties the matter was argued before 
the Supreme Court of Florida. 

Thereafter the Supreme Court in an opinion written 
by Judge Whitfield denied the Motion to Quash and 
quashed the Order of the Railroad Commission granting 
authority to the Georgia-Florida Motor Lines to make the 
substitution of busses for sedans as asked. 

17. Harold R. Edwards vs. Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida. Petition for Writ of Certiorari. 

On September 4, 1930, the Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of Florida after a regular hearing held on July 
16, 1930, by its Order No. 216, denied an application of 
Edwards Truck Line of Tampa, Florida, for the Certifi- 
cate of Public Convenience and Necessity to operate a 
freight service between Tampa and Orlando and serving 
intermediate points from Haines City to Orlando over 
State Highways Nos, 17 and 2. 

The Edwards Truck Line thereupon through Harold R. 
Edwards, its president, filed in the Supreme Court of 
Florida a petition for Writ of Certiorari directed to the 
Railroad Commissioners of the State of Florida. 
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On October 22, 1930, the Supreme Court denied this 
petition for Writ of Certiorari. The opinion was written 
by Mr, Justice Brown. 

18. William G. Alkazin, Plaintiff, vs. Railroad Com- 
missioners of Florida, Defendants. Bill for Injunction. 
No. 919-M— Equity. District Court of the United States, 
Southern District of Florida. 

On December 2d, 1930, a Bill of Complaint was filed in 
this ease seeking an Injunction to restrain the Railroad 
Commission of the State of Florida or its agents and em- 
ployees from interfering with the plaintiff in the opera- 
tion of certain busses in interstate commerce. The plain- 
tiff in this case alleged in his Bill that he was engaged 
exclusively in interstate auto transportation, but that he 
had not complied with, and does not intend to comply 
with the provisions of Chapter 13,700, Acts of 1920, Laws 
of Florida, providing for the supervision and regulation 
of persons operating or managing motor vehicles used in 
the business of transporting persons or property .for com- 
pensation over the public highways of the State. That 
said act is applicable only to intrastate auto transporta- 
tion and that if the provisions of said Act are attempted 
to be applied to interstate transportation it would be in 
violation of: 

(a) The Commerce Clause of Section 8 of Article 1, of 
the Constitution of the United States; 

(b) The 14th Amendment to the Federal Constitution j 

(c) The Federal Aid Act of the Congress of the United 
States, Chapter 241, 39 Stat, at L. 355, Federal Highway 
Act, Chapter 119, 42 Stat, at L. 212, Compiled Statutes 
7477-1,4 a ; 

(d) Article 4 of the Constitution of the United States. 

The Railroad Commission through the Attorney Gen- 
eral and its Special Counsel filed an answer to this Bill of 
Complaint setting up in detail its construction of Chapter 
13,700.

Briefs were also filed in this case fully setting up tin- 
law in the matter. 

Argument was had before a Three-Judge Court in New 
Orleans on January 1, 1931, in- which Hon. Richard W. 
Walker, Circuit Judge, Hon. Ben C. Dawkins, District 
Judge, and Hon. Halstead L. Ritter, District Judge, sat. 
On February 5th, 1931, the above Court in an opinion 
by Hon. Richard W. Walker, Circuit Judge, denied the 
prayer for an Interlocutory Injunction and sustained the 
contentions made by the Railroad Commission. 

Judge Walker after making a statement of the ease aud 
citing certain provisions of the statute, and discussing 
the Answer of the Railroad Commission, said : 

"It appears from above set out provision of the 
statute that the lawmakers intended some, but not 
all, of its provisions to apply to sueh carriers for hire 
engaged exclusively in interstate commerce. It is 
not open to doubt that the statute contains provisions 
which are constitutionally applicable to an interstate 
carrier who makes use of the State's improved high- 
ways in carrying on his business. A certificate of 
public convenience and necessity, which, as required 
in the case of such a carrier, amounts to a permit 
to use the State's improved highways, grantable on 
application as a matter of course, is legally demand- 
able as a prerequisite of the use of such highways 
for the purposes of a carrier for hire. Clark v. Poor, 
274 U. S. 554; Johnson Transfer and Freight Lines 
v. Perry, Ms. U. S. District Court, N. I), of Georgia, 
Jan. 24, 1931. Payment of the prescribed non-dis- 
criminatory mileage tax is enforceable against such 
a carrier as reasonable compensation for his use of 
the highways. Interstate Busses Corp. v. Blodgett, 
276 U. S. 245. Uniform regulations reasonably neces- 
sary for the protection of the safety and comfort of 
travelers on the highways used by such carrier arc 
enforceable against him. Hendrick v. Maryland, 23 '* 
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U. S. 610. Such a carrier lawfully may be required 
to give a bond for the protection of persons other 
than his passengers who may sustain injuries due to 
such carrier's negligence while engaged in using the 
highways of the State. Sprout v. City of South Bend, 
277 U. S, 163. It would be superfluous to mention 
other provisions of the statute which are enforce- 
able against the plaintiff. 

"The plaintiff is not in the position of one who 
has not obtained a required permit to use public high- 
ways in carrying on a business because of the imposi- 
tion of unlawful conditions to the grant of such per- 
mit. He is seeking an injunction the granting of 
which would have the effect of enabling him to avoid 
compliance with valid statutory provisions which are 
constitutionally enforceable against him. In the cir- 
cumstances disclosed, he is not entitled to the relief 
now applied for. 

"The prayer for an interlocutory injunction is 
denied, but without prejudice to the right of the 
plaintiff to seek appropriate relief if he shall here- 
after be required by the Railroad Commission to 
comply with conditions or provisions not warranted 
by law." 

The foregoing is a brief resume of the cases handled 
before the Interstate Commerce Commission and the 
Courts for the year 1930. 

In addition to this the Special Counsel writes many 
opinions construing the law for the benefit of the Com- 
mission itself and for various parties who write in asking 
his construction of certain portions of the law applicable 
to the Railroad Commission. 

Iii addition to this he is required to attend most of the 
formal hearings before the Railroad Commission on vari- 
ous matters and to sit in on many of the informal con- 
ferences that are held by the Commission. 
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Since the passage of Chapter 13,700, Laws of Florida, 
1929, known as the "Bus Bill" the work of the Com- 
mission and of its counsel has been greatly increased. The 
administration of this law was a new subject for the 
Commission and for its counsel and necessitated wide re- 
search into the law and decisions of courts of other States 
in order to arrive at a proper adjudication of the various 
matters that came up for consideration. 

In the administration of this law alone the Commission 
has considered 316 applications for Certificates of Public 
Convenience and Necessity which has necessitated the 
drafting of 294 opinions and orders. 

The necessary time and study involved in the adminis- 
tration of this new work, together with his regular work 
involved in the regulation of the rail carriers and tele- 
phone and telegraph companies, has required the full 
time of the Special Counsel.

The data herein compiled with reference to Motor Bus 
and Truck operations in Florida, while showing the crys- 
tallized action of the Commission on the definite cases 
heard, does not even begin to indicate the vast amount 
of tabor, time and patience that has been expended in 
bringing this method of transportation from a chaotic, 
unregulated, menacing and destructive public utility, into 
a regulated, public protecting, public insuring transporta- 
tions unit of everyday life in the State, 

It has been necessary to enter a new field of law to 
determine the rights of the transportation companies, as 
well as the public — a new field of service, a new field of 
rates and convenience. 

The great majority of certificates granted were not 
considered on the basis of public convenience and neces- 
sity, but in accordance with provisions of the Act which 
required the Commission to grant such certificates as a 
matter of right, inasmuch as the operators were in busi- 
ness prior to April 19th, 1929. 

A few cases have been heard by the Commission and 
granted on their merits and a showing of public con- 
venience and necessity. Several applications have been 
denied by the Commission on a lack of public convenience 
and necessity. 

Throughout the whole period of time, from the date the 
law became operative until now, this branch of the Com- 
missioners' activities has had the watchful care of tin; 
Commission who have consistently endeavored to carry 
out the provisions of the law.

When shipments of Citrus Fruit and Pineapples are 
made in packages that exceed the standard packages as 
outlined above, the standard package rate shall be eon- 
verted to a per hundred pound basis and applied to actual 
weight. 

When in the shipment of Guavas, Peaches, Pears, Per- 
simmons and Plums, the packages used are of greater 
capacity than standard crates on which class V is author- 
ized, but not exceeding capacity of standard barrel, bar- 
rel-crate or sack, on which DV is authorized, apply DV 
per package. 

When shipments of Guavas, Peaches, Pears, Persim- 
mons or Plums are made in standard barrels or barrel- 
crates, the DV rate is to be applied per package. 

When shipments of Guavas, Peaches, Pears, Persim- 
mons or Plums are made in packages exceeding the capa- 
city of standard barrels or barrel-crates, the DV rate is 
to be converted to a per hundred pound rate and applied 
to actual weight. 

The standard barrel referred to is understood not to 
exceed the capacity of 2%i bushels. 

The standard barrel-crate referred to is understood not 
to exceed the capacity of a standard barrel.

The hearing was begun, 
as scheduled. As soon as the first carrier witness sub- 
mitted his exhibits it became apparent that the applica- 
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tion of the carriers went much further than was antici- 
pated by the shippers from reading the original applica- 
tion. 

Due to the situation described above, the Commissioners 
decided that the hearing should be adjourned to Jackson- 
ville, Fla., to May 8, 1929, in order to allow shippers time 
in which to digest the application, also the exhibits filed 
by Mr, R. G. Hodgkin, Chairman of the carrier's Fourth 
Section Committee, said exhibits having been distributed 
among those present.

COMMENT: Action on the commodities and ratings not 
hereby approved is reserved for further order of the Com- 
mission. Prior to the adoption of rates under I. C. C. 
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Docket No. 13494, Florida and the South were honey- 
combed with less carload and any quantity commodity 
rates and classification exceptions. This was due to the 
fact that it was thought that Southern Classification was 
too high on some commodities to permit free movement. 
For instance : 

When this Commission adopted the 13494 class rates, 
with Southern Classification, that action increased the 
rating on Spanish Moss, green, L. C. L., from 6th class to 
1st class. This absolutely killed the movement of green 
moss in Florida. The first class rating is prohibitive. 

At the hearing in this Docket, carriers seemed to rest on 
the assumption that if a commodity was classified one 
thing in the Florida Classification and something else in 
the Southern Classification, the Southern Classification 
was correct, and the Florida Classification wrong. 

It may be true that some of the commodities on which 
the petition of carriers is denied are rated too low, but 
the mere faet that such commodities are rated higher in 
the Southern Classification is not convincing evidence of 
that fact. 

FOUND and ORDERED. 5. Wherever carriers have 
published poiut to point rates that are based on maximum 
scales of the Commission, such as the less carload scale on 
Canned Goods, or classes "V" and "G," such specific 
rates may be cancelled, and reference made to the maxi- 
mum scales. Such action, if adopted, should make for 
tariff economy. 

FOUND and ORDERED. 6. That this Order shall be- 
come effective on the 20th of September, 1930.
